I recognize no _ prescriptive 
right to office; and I deny that any- 
one or any number of men may 
disregard the popular will, and in 
defiance of it, dictate our candi- 
dates.

bate the idea that an undue pro- 
portion of the industrial activity is 
directly connected with the present 
building boom. Certainly a ‘large 
part is. The list of manufactured 
products by groups is heavily 
weighed with those that go into 
building. The 1923 building pro- 
gram, expected to run above $2090,- 
000,000 in Los Angeles city alone, 
must call for a lot of locally man- 
ufactured construction materials. 
The chamber, however, asserts 
that a check in the building boom 
need not be expected to affect 
more than 15 per cent of the pree- 
industrial pay roll. We will 
have to jet it go at that, since 
| these are matters difficult to deter- 
mine with precision. 

It seems fully justifiable to say 
that to support its population per- 
manently Los Angeles needs more 
industries manfacturing products 
that can be sold out of its manu- 
facturing area. It is to win these 
that the Chamber of Commerce is 
now devoting its justly famed en- 
ergies. 

Los Angeles ts getting new indus- 
tries, chiefly in the textile, steel 
and furniture groups. 

COTTON AVAILABLE 

An eastern concern manufactur- 
ing woolens has decided to build 
branch mills here to escape the 
freight charges now paid both 
ways eon western wools that £0

be sold in the West. Los Angeles 
has avaliable for manufacture the 
cotton grown in California, Arizon» 
LAwer California. Genera] 
Manager Charles H. Fish of the 
Imperial Cotton Mills here, just 
now doubling its capacity, says six 
more mills would not be in the way 
of his. The Los Angeles Cotton 
Mills, with 40,000 spindles, is to 
start this fall. 

Los Angeles is building hopes on 
pig iron and steel manufacture 
here from Southern California tron 
ore and coal from the San Juan 
Basin of Colorado and Arizona. It 
is asserted that the materials can 
be laid down here cheaply enough 
to meet the Pittsburg base price, 
or better it. 

The whole question whether Los 
Angeles or any other city can man- 
ufacture largely for export rests on 
the extent and buying power of 
the territory in which it can meet 
competition on not less than equal 
terms. To analyze this question in 
relation to Los Angeles is beyond 
the scope of these articles. Manu- 
facturers thinking of establishing 
themselves in Los Angeles, and 
their bankers, will analyze. it. 


COMPETITION KEEN 
Outside of Southern California 
the back country directly connected 
with Los. Angeles consists of Ari- 
zona, with Nevada, Utah and New 
Mexico to be fought for with other 
compeittors. The combined popu- 
lation of these four is 1,221,315. 
Los Angeles banks on her labor 
situation—abundant supply of the 
efficient labor drawn by good wages 
and industrial freedom—to give 
her low manufacturing costs. 
Los Angeles has made an amaz- 
ing industrial showing and if it ts 
in the cards for her to manufac- 
ture largely for export now—out- 
side of films, petroleum products 
and canned goods—her enterprise 
and energy can be counted upon to 
bring it about. 

Another ambition of Los Angeles 
reste on her harbor. And Los An- 
geles Harbor, that far-distant wa- 
ter front twenty miles from the 
City Hall, tied on by the “shoe-' 
string strip,” that “irrigated har- 
bor,’ so-called, has already he- 
come highly important to the city. 


HARBOR CONSIDERED

BUSINESS BOOMING 


Candor compels me to say that 

the harbor is small now. Los An- 
geles has comprehensive plans to 
enlarge it and to give it greater 
facilities. 
, But it is now proper to say what 
‘is of much more importance. Every 
bit of Los Angeles Harbor so far 
| developed is in use, It is doing 
| business pretty well up toe capac- 
| ity. I saw a goodly number of 
‘ships, foreign and domestic, at the 
| wharves. 

On the day before I put these 
notes together fifteen vessels ar- 
rived In the port-—ten in coastwise 
traffic, four in the coast-to-coast 
}service through the canal, and one 
ifrom Manila. 

Ten veasele departed the same 
day—five coasters, four bound for 
gulf or Atlantic ports, one for Cal- 
cutta. 

It is significant that of the fif- 
teen arrivais on this day seven 
were oil or lumber carriers. Of 
the ten departures, six went out 
‘sng oil or went after more lum- 


r. 


OTL OUTPUT ABNORMAD 

The biggest part of the busi- 
ness of Los Angeles Harbor is 
dispatching the tremendous over- 
flow of oil from the new fields, 
and receiving the huge volume of 
lumber going into construction in 
oa around Los Angeles. These 

© factors made 85 per cent of 
the domestic tonnage of the port 
for 1921, and undoubtedly a great- 
er proportion now. The urgent need 
of getting the new oll away from 
here to some place where it can 
be stored and handled is respon- 
sible for the fact that Los An- 
geles tonnage is now paying half 
the eastbound tolls of the Panama 
Canal. 

These two chief factors In the 
activity of the port today must, of 
course, fall off. The oil production 
now is wholly abnormai. Experts 
say it will shortly be down to 
half its present volume. And, no 
matter how sound the Los An- 
geles building boom may be, nore 
but enthusiasts imagine it is go- 
ing to keep up forever on  tnis 
scale. 


SPIRIT LAUDED 


But Los Angeles Is reaching out 
intelligently and energetically for 
more and more general business 
for her port and does not propose 
to let any potential falling off in 
oll and lumber hamper the growth 
of the harbor. 

Anything you can say about the 
port of Los Angeles is nothing be- 
fore one great fact——the idea be- 
hind the harbor and the spirit 
driving it on. 

You may safely discount the 
present narrowness of Los An- 
geles Harbor, its inadequate pro- 
tection, its lack of first-class fa- 
cilities. 

You may wisely forget the quips 
about the inland maritime etty, 
the seven league boots necessary 
to reach the waterfront, the “irri- 
gated harbor.” 

You may easily pass over the 
extra-enthusiasms, the unconsid- 
ered assertion of the Los Angeles 
self-hypnotism. 

Forget them all and face the 
really big fact that whatever Los 
Angeles wants to have in the way 
of « harbor she is pretty Itkely: 
to have. 

No matter what it costs, if Los 
Angeles wants a safe, commodious 
port, with ail the trimmings, she 
will have it, if she has to dig 
docks and basing clear back to 
Gardena, or turn the Los Angeles 
River bed intg 4 fleet anchorage. 

los Angeles has vision, energy 
and determination. She has the 
habit of finishing what she starts.
